Benjamin Franklin, that peerless prince of 
American journalism and authority on thrift, 
for whom we have just emulated by example 
in putting on a successful National Thrift 
Week, always sounded a note of warning with 
great emphasis on the squandering of time, 
which he deemed more foolish than the care- 
less expenditure of hard-earned money. Of 
the two, minutes meant more than money 
with Franklin, even though the latter is earn- 
ed by the ‘‘sweat of the brow.”’ 

We can do no better than to consider what 
is meant by ‘this great philosopher. Time 
well! appropriated brings wealth to the pocket- 
hook, as well as the physical body, and fur- 
nishes a primary proof for a safe and secure 
old age, or.‘‘the rainy day.”’ 

Franklin literally employed every moment 
of his life, and preached incessantly, “Do. 
not squander time!”’ According to his ‘the- 
ory. it is next to a crime to be guilty of let- 
ting time slip by listlessly when the world is 


so erowded with opportunity for good and 


profitable endeavor. 

Particular as Franklin was scoring wasters 
of time, he was a devout believer and lover 
of recreation and pastime, when taken in 
proper time and doses. He was fascinated 
over fishing, enjoyed interesting 
contest. Reading was his strong point and 
a good library book made his moment golden 
when in a silent corner seeking self-education. 
Franklin was American in habit for he en- 
joyed horseback riding, climbing side hills 
and through pathways abounding in nature's 
fullness. He saw beauty in ‘the wide fields 
and forests laden with picturesque splendor. 

Franklin’s diary was full of interesting en- 
tries. the result of a well-balanced mind, al- 
ways engaged in some service. While he was 
always busy, he never drove himself with lash- 
ing energy; that incessant, nerve-taxing, 
steam-driving, hurry-ruin that is making many 
die several deaths during a lifetime, while 
trying to live out one.

Now that the Senate has adopted the World 
Court protocol only by the application of the 
cloture rule, there will be an inclination on 
the part of many who have followed the fight 
in the upper chamber, to modify the credit 
they gave to Senator Borah on the oceasion 
of his announcement that he would not en- 
gage in an effort to defeat the resolution by 
filibuster. There was an avowed filibuster, 
and if Borah was not engaged in it he spoke 
so frequently and with so much reptition and 
volume that it was quite impossible to distin- 
cuish between his activities and those of the 
organized effort ‘to kill the resolution under 
the guise of debate.

Senator expires. 

Tt was finally necessary to invoke Rule 22, 
limiting debate. That rule was adopted as a 
war measure in 1917 as the only means cf 
getting through legislation for the defense 
of the nation. It has, however, been applied 
only once previous to ‘this session; and tha 
was to assure a vote on the Versailles Treaty. 
Other attempts have failed of the necessary 
two-thirds approval. 

The cloture this week, ‘therefore, was the 
second in the history of the Senate. The ap- 
plication of the rule was almost as much of an 
event as the adoption of the protocol. It 
brought no protest from the public. Indeed, 
the filibusterers themselves hardly had the 
audacity ‘to question the right of the Senate 
to vote. 

The application of Rule 22 in this instances 
was a return to majority government, which 
is the only kind of government possible in a 
democracy if it is to remain a democracy. In 
some aspects it was at least equally important 
with the action which it foreshadowed an]

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Shifting Population 
(Pomona Bulletin) 

Rapid changes in population are a notable 
feature of many cities nowadays. People will 
move away from a community and feel badly 
about parting with their friends. Then if 
they come back in two or three years they 
may find so many removals of people whose 
intimacy they valued, that they do not feel 
at home and have no desire to again become 
permanent residents of the place. 

Some sections and cities are much more 
conservative about changes than others. In 
some towns families will remain for a long 
time, occasionally for their whole lives. But 
even in the most permanent kind of places 
the changing population is much greater than 
it used to be. 

The tendency of the times is to set people 
adrift from their old homes. Formerly young 
folks attended schools in their old neighbor- 
hood and were not generally incited to settle 
elsewhere. Now a multitude of them go far 
away to schools and colleges where they meet 
others. from all over the country, and they 
lose the old locality and home feeling. They 
look for the best opportunity, regardless of 
whether it is anywhere near their homes 
or not. 

Many young people, if they do not advance 
in one job within a short time, will quit and 
go elsewhere. Of course people often need 
‘to try: various opportunities before they find 
the right one, yet when they make a change 
they abandon the benefits of whatever repu- 
tation and experience they had acquired in 
the old place. 

This changeability has some benefits, and 
tt ereates a bright and alert population that 
does not easily get into ruts. Yet it makes 
it difficult to develop good civie spirit as 
people who stay only a short time in a place 
do not get much interested in it. But with 
the modern tendency urging people to own 
their own homes and take more part in the 
organized life of their community, perhaps 
the coming generation may not be as rest- 
less as the one now on the stage.
